1 . An RCE (paper no. 1 7) has been filed on August 08, 2002. 

An amendment (paper no 18) has been filed on August 08, 2002. 

2. Claims 2 and 10-13 are under examination. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 2 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lakshmanan et al (USP 4857594). 

This rejecfion is incorporated hence by reference from prior office actions paper no 8 & 

11. 

It is true that Lakshmanan discloses mek adhesive, composition. Examiner looks at it as 
Qiy^j^an adhesive irrespective of whether it is a melt adhesiv^a pressure sensitive adhesive or any 
other type of an adhesive. Hence Applicants' arguments (on page 6 of paper no 13) which are 
directed to pointing out the difference between the claimed adhesive and that of Lakshmanan are 
not persuasive. 

On page 7 of same paper, the applicants show that Run no 6 of Lakshmanan teaches 
against the claimed invention. It is to be noted that examples are illustrative and not limitative of 
the disclosed invention. Applicants' showing is therefore not persuasive. 
{^\j^^J^ Applicants' argument 9 of same paper) that wax of Lakshmanan does not read 

on (claimed) plasticizer is not acceptable since wax is a hydrocarbon and wax acts as a 
plasticizer. 

Applicants argue that amorphous polypropylene of Lakshmanan is excluded from scope 
of instant claim 10 due to transitional conjunction "consisting essentially of in view of the 
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previous by submitted declaration (paper no. 14). The said declaration is not probative to 
establish monobviousness of instant claims since it is devoid of data showing any comparison 
with Lakshmanan.
